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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed August 15, 2006 and the remarks presented therewith have 
been carefully considered. However, they are not deemed to be fully persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Blanchard 
(5,822,908). 

Blanchard shows a collecting device comprising a rectangular frame (12), a 
hollow shaft (14), a first rod (58), a second rod (34), and a sack (38) that is moveable 
between a closed position (fig. 1) and an open position (fig. 2). The Blanchard device is 
deemed capable of collecting excrement in this sack (38). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Blanchard in view of Gordon, III et al. (5,594,076). 
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The patent to Gordon, III et al. discloses a biodegradable material that can be 
used for manufacturing many different products including "nets". 

Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to for the nets or "sacks" (32,38) of Blanchard out of a 
biodegradable material as taught by Gordon, III et al. in order to protect the 
environment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 6-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Drawings 

6. The replacement drawings were received on 8/15/06. These drawings are 
approved by the examiner. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Buzard shows a collector having a sack moveable between open 
and closed positions.
